Creek, Sustains Probable Fatal

It is feared that the three-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Paul 


Holsky of Wills Creek may die as the result 
of burns 
received 


when his clothing ignited from the fire in an open grate Wednes- 
day afternoon. The entire left side of the -child's body, from the 
knee up. i.s so severely burned that Dr. F. M. Marshall, the at- 
tending physician, stated last evening that the victim's recovery 
is doubtful. The mother also sustained painful burns on her hands 
in extinguishing1 the child's blazing garments. 


Mrs. Holsky, with the children, had gone to an outbuilding to 


procure meat for the evening meal. Returning to the house the 
children ran ahead of the mother while she remained to lock the 
outbuilding. Mrs. Holsky had some difficulty in fastening the door 
and when she was returning to the house was met by her three- 
year-old son with his clothing in a mass of flames.

Ife per cent, has not been less than 
?200,000.000 o^er and above the com- 
paratively small sain upon \vhich yon 
have paid. 


"Ir -would seem, therefore, that you 


should have paid $3,^00 000 per an- 
num in taxes more than >ou did pay.

This sum. lawfully and morally due 
from you. has been collected from 
your poorer fellow citizens.
